EDITOU AUK—There being so many 
rumors rife concerning tbe desire 
and intentions of several members 01 
i.he board of education, we deem it a 
duty both to ourselves and the public 
that a clear understanding of the sit- 
uation may be made known. 


One of the most generally circulat- 
ed reports seem to be tbat it was the 
desire or intention of some of the 
members of the board to dismiss al 
tbe old teachers in the schools and 
employ - normal school graduates 
throughout. 
Such 
a statement 
Is not 
only untrue 
but 
unfair 
and uftjust to those who are stliv- 
ing to ouild 
up 
tbe 
schools 


and who have only the good of oui 
schools at heart. We have tbe high- 
est regard and confidence in our corps 
of teachers and believe them striving 
to attain a standard equal if not su- 
perior to that of any city in tbe state. 
To cause their dismissal would be the 
greatest injury our schools could sus- 
tain-One thing we do believe is a part 
of our duty, however, and should 
be adhered to without fear or favor 


When.during tbe course of the year, 
the superintendent finds a teacher 
whose work fails to produce results in 
comparison with others of the same 
grade, or where a teacher is incapal le 
of carrying out the work as laid down, 
it is tbe duty of the superintendent 
to so stare.to the board such facts and 
at the end of tbe year such teacher 
should be dropped and another one 
provided. No teacher should be em- 
ployed unless in accordance 
with 
the recommendation of the su- 
perintendent. 
We 
are 
aware 
tbat tbe 
moment 
the 
dismissal 


of a teacher is proposed the friends all 
rush to the several members of bbe 
board regardless of what may be for 
tbe best good of tbe schools, and by 
argument or threat, fairly drive the 
board Into doing what they know to 
be a mistake, The result is tbat 
teacher once employed in the schools, 
oo matter how weak in work, is al- 
lowed by the -board 
to 
remain, 
rather than to court the ill will and 
contentions of the teacher and her 
friends. 


And BOW in regard to the employ- 
ment of teachers, let us be well un- 
derstood. First of all we prefer to em- 
_~ " 
of onp-owri-city in prefer- 
ence So any others provided they have 
equal qualifications- We do thick it 
a mistake, however, to take tbe grad- 
uates of oar schools who have never 
had a day's training or experience in 
leaching, and place them in a school, 
to be educated in their work at tbe 
expense of the schools, and especially 
to the injury of the 40 or more chil- 
dren placed under their direction and 
who for one year of their school life 
are dependent on the success or fail- 
ure of that teacher. 


We are aware tbat it has been the 
custom in the past, just as soon as tbe 
pupil is graduated, to elect her as a 
teacher. 
What parent will admit 
that the boy or girl of IS years has a 
mind mature enough to warrant pur- 
chasing a stock of merchandise and 
embarking iu business? He is just as 
competent to calculate the cost and 
profit of a stock as tbe old merchant. 
*>nt he lacks judgment and experience 
and works along advancing fay de- 
greees until bis training is adequate 
to war rant a venture. Should it not 
be equally s requisite to have every 
would be teacher trained and he'r 
mind developed in the theory and 
practice of teaching in order that a 
teacher may so present knowledge in 
the most interesting manner possible 
tbat the pupil may grasp it intelli- 
gently and in the shortest time. 


We have taken the paius to inter- 


view a number of tbe best teachers in 
our schools today, and they have in 
every instance declared that their first 
year of school work was far from what 
was best, for the good of their pupils, 
and that only experienced teachers 
should if possible be employed. 


When 
our 
boys 
and 
girls 
graduate, 
they 
all know 
tbat 


quinine is a good medicine for malaria 
calomel or castor oil for a cathartic, 
and morphine for allaying pain, but 
judgment and discretion must be used 
in their administration, and no one is 
willing to employ them as doctors un 
til they have attended a school where 
all conditions and theories relative to 
the best manner of treating a disease 
are presented by tbe ablest doctors 
that can be employed. This we call a ! 
school of medicine. Today no large J 
city is without a normal training 
school for teachers, and no one can be 
employed to teach in the schools of 
the city until she has taken a three 
year course in such school. What is 
required of ihe student in order to 
make him competant to practice med- 
icine, is equally applicable to the one 
who seeks to impart knowledge to the 
young. And when we stop to consider 
that about 75 out of every 100 of the 
pupils who attend our schools never 
attend more than eight years, should 
one-eighth of tbis pupil's school work 
be practiced upon by an inexperienced 
teacher? And if the larger cities re- 
quire such training aod qualiScations 
are not the best posihle opportunities 
just as desirable ft>r our boys and 
girls? 
We have a few vacancies this year 


to t>Il, and we have an opportunity to 
employ some teachers who have passed 
throug i one of tbe best nornal train- 
ing schools in Ohio, and who are the 
choice members of the last class of 
ifraduates. They can be secured for a 
very nominal amount in advance of 
that which we would pay an inexperi- 
enced teacher, anl having no experi- 
enced teachers as applicants we think 


it the very beet thing f6r the good of 
our schools to employ them. In the 
meantime we wish to say that every 
graduate of our schools who will so 
qualify herself by such a course of 
training, will always stand first in our 
consideration tor a position, and at a 
salary in accordance with her qualifi- 
cation* 
Trusting that we may be understood 
aad that our citizens will accept our 
desires wholly in Che light that we 
have only the bjst interest* of our 
schools at heart, we are most respect- 
fully,

Chicago. July 16.—At no time since 


the walkout of the freight handlers 
hare the parti** to the controversy 
been mure obstinate or the situation 
more serious than at present. Over- 
tures made by the men have been 


. three times rejected by railroad maa- 
j agers. The Crst call was made without 
' giving warning to the managers, and 


when the committees arrived they 
were unable to find any of them, for 
the reason that the managers were 
having a meeting of their own and 
were not at their offices. The second 
call produced more effect, as several 
of the committees saw the managers. 
b*» QOthiug definite resulted. Th« 
last committees were sent out by 
President Curran of the freight han- 
dlers at the demand of the teamstara. 
who wanted something attempted to- 
ward a settlement. This time the 
committees were started so late in 
the afternoon that it was a foregon* 
conclusion that they would not fad 
many of the general managers im. 
their offices. All the committees re- 
ported as before, that they uad failed 
of any result. The committee that 
went to the Chicago. Milwaukee and 
8t_ Paul road came back bearing the 
information that they had been re- 
fuaed admission, and were informed 
that their former employers did not 
care to receive them; that they had 
all the men necessary ra their busi- 
ness and that hereafter no deputa- 
tions would be received from em- 
ploye* that had gone on strike. The 
officials of the road declared later 
that they would maintain this posi- 
tion. 


After this had bean reported at the 


headquarters of the strikers President 
Curran announced that the fight wa* 
on to a finish, and that hereafter, 
when the railroads had any overtures 
to make or wished to do any business 
with their employe*, they would be 
compelled to transact such business 
through the omcers of the Freight 
Handlers' union. Both sides now de- 
clare they have reached the limit and 
that absolutely nothing will be con- 
ceded. The men demand 17% cents. 
The managers say that they wlil not, 
under any circumstances, pay more 


17 cents.
